0, in fact she seemed to 


be enjoying better health than she 
had for weeks. 


She was tound at 9 o'clock by hei 


daughter-in-law 'lying on the floor by 
her bed, dead. 


Mrs. Livernash was born in Ro- 


chester, N. Y., January 20, 1837, and 
was 79 years and 3 clays old at the* 
time of her death. 
Her parents 


moved from' New York to Watertown 
when she was but 8 years old and 
sh-j lived there until she reached 18, 
when she, was united in marriage to 
Lewis Livernash ot Watertown. They 
moved to Rudolph from Watertown 
with a yoke of oxen and took up life 
anew in the wilderness of Rudolph, 
then a place of a few inhabitants, 
where they engaged in farming until 
the death of Mr. Livernash fourteen 
y;<ars ago. 
Mr. Livernash lived in 


Rudolph IS years before the railroad 
was built, and saw the first locomo- 
tive that passed thru that place. 


There being no church at that time 


in her home town Mrs. Livernash 
ofte.n walked nine mi'les thru the 
woods to attend mass at Grand Rap- 
ids, and taught the greater part of 
the children of Rudolph their prayers 
and catechism in both English and 
French. As there was no doctor with- 
in a nidious ot 9 miles Mrs. Liveniasa 
was often called upon to administer 
to the sick, and no matter what the 
weather might be she was always 
ready and willing to do what she 
could -to alleviata the suffering of 
others. 


Since the death of Mr. Livernash 


she has made her home with her son 
Isadore at Wausau, where she was a 
nwmber of St. James church. 


The funeral services were held at

people have s.nt over a number of 
souvenirs to be distributed to those 
who purchase some article for them, 
so thai while the buyer may not have 
the clothes that he buys, he wil'l 
have something with with to remem- 
ber the transaction. 


The articles that are sold for this 


purpose will be put aside by the mer- 
chants and will later be delivered to 
Mr. Arpin, who will see that they 
r ach their destination in the old 
country. 


Mr. Arpin reports that quite a con- 


siderable fund has been raised in 
Belg'um with which to pay transpor- 
tation charges on clothing and shoes, 
but that it is possible to ship a great 


t of the goods to that country 


without any cost at all, owing to the 
g-nerosity of certain people in this 
country.

denser and it is hard for us to im- 
agine the number of people that are 
practically without clothing. 


NEW EDUCATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


A new step in an educational move- 


ment, having nation-wide proportions 
is being made in the way of teaching 
foreign-born adults the English lan- 
guage, matters relating to the form 
of our governments, local and gener- 
al, duties o£ citizenship, and the like. 
The Grand Rapids school authorities 
and more particularly the local In- 
dustrial BoaTd of Education, thru 
the urgent recommendation of the 
United States Naturalization Examin- 
er Martin J. Kilsdonk of St. Paul, 
have adopted a plan of instruction 
for these grown-up aliens in which 
connection evening classes willl im- 
mediately be instituted here, on both 
sides of the river. The classes will 
be conducted weekly, and possibly, 
semi-weekly, and will have courses in 
"English For Foreigners", "Civics", 
and "Citizenship", thus enabling, to 
say the least, prospective candidates 
for citizenship to pass the education- 
al test in court as a qualification for 
their naturalization, teach them Am- 
erican ideals, and serving to more 
thoroughly Americanize the people 
here from other lands. 
In many 


eases, it will naturally follow, aside 
from the advantages accuring the) 
country and state at large and the 
local community, that the adult at- 
tending these classes can thereby fit 
himself for a better position and w'll 
be in a better position to earn a live- 
lihood for himself and family. 
The 


wives of aliens, and other adult wom- 
en, are also invited to take part in 
the courses of instruction offered by 
these free night schools1. 
The law 


considers the citizenship status of a 
woman to follow that of her husband, 
and it is therefore- almost equally im- 
portant that she shall olso be fam- 
iliar with what our institutions stand 
for. 
Greater love for America and 


her institutions can be instilled into 
the hearts of aliens only according 
as they know them, and it remains 
for .our citizens to offer them, the op- 
portunity to. learn what we have and 
to provide facilities for their instruc- 
tion. 


The bureau of naturalization at 


Washington, D. C., is systematically 
co-operating with the public schools 
all over tho country with a view to 
bringing these aliens to the school 
doors, there to be shown the oppor- 
tunity to learn American ideals, to 
become familiar with our 'language, 
to remove ignorance from the minds 
of the resident aliens, and to thereby 
create a patriotic feeling in their 
hearts. 
The schools of this city in- 


vite the attendance of the foreign- 
horns to its classes; we will eventual- 
ly have a more intelligent citizenry 
and illiteracy among the foreigners 
may become a thing of the past. We 
believe that the Americanization' of 
aliens should be a process taking 
place previous to their admission to 
our citizenship. 


Superintendent of Schools Swede 


is working on the perfecting of plans 
for the successful operation of these 
schools, and men and women desir- 
ous of attending these classes will 
do well to confer with him.

tress, or to pay the deficit upon the 
minister's salary.

man has hit the nail on the head and 
voiced the sentiment of every man 
who has the welfare' of his communi- 
ty at heart. But as he says, it is en- 
tirely probable that the bill fcril) 
have a rugged path to travel.

The one cry in Belgium at the pres- 


ent time is for shoes and clothing. 
It 


is reported that the people there: are 
being taken care of in the matter of 
food, but that shoes and clothing are 
so scarce that many are going about 
in the worst possible condition. 


In some sections the rugs and car- 


pets have been taken up from the 
floors and these are made into shoe 
lops, the soles of the shoes being 
made from wood. 
While this prac- 


tice has alleviated the suffering to a 
c.rtain extent, it is still a problem of 
the gravest character. 
In many cit- 


ies the poor go from house to house, 
to beg for o'id carpet and rugs out of 
which to make shoes. 


While the countries over there are 


^mall compared with our distances in 
America, the 
population is much 


denser and it is hard for us to im- 
agine the number of people that are-, 
practically without clothing. 


NEW KDUCATIONAL, MOVEMENT. 


A new step in an educational move- 


ment, having nation-wide proportions 
is being made iu the way of teaching 
foreign-born adults the English lan- 
guage, matters relating to the form 
of our governments, local and gener- 
al duti-'s of citizenship, and the like. 
The Grand Rapids school authorities 
md more particularly the local In- 
dustria'i Board of Education, thru 
the ursent recommendation of the 
United States Naturalization Examin- 
er Martin J. Kilsdonk of St. Paul, 
have adopted a plan of instruction 
for these grown-up aliens in which 
connection evening classes willl im- 
mediately be instituted here, on both 
sides of the river. 
The classes will 


be conducted weekly, and possibly, 
semi-weekly, and will have courses in 
"English For Foreigners", "Civics", 
and "Citizenship", thus enab'iing, to 
say the least, prospective candidates 
for citizenship to pass the education- 
al test in court as a qualification for 
their naturalization, teach them Am- 
erican ideals, and serving to more 
thoroughly Americanize the people 
here from other lands. 
In many 


cases, it will naturally follow, aside 
froni 
the advantages accuring tha 


country and state at large and the 
local community, that the adult at- 
tending theso classes can thereby fit 
himself for a better position and w*ll 
be in a better position to earn a live- 
lihood for himself and family. 
The 


wives of aliens, and other adult wom- 
en, are also invited to take part in 
the courses of instruction offered by 
these free night schools. 
The law 


considers the citizsnship status of a. 
v,-oman to follow that of her husband, 
and it is therefore almost equally im- 
nortant that she shall olso be fam- 
with what our institutions stand 


for. 
Greater love* for America and 


her institutions can be instilled into 
the hearts of aliens only according 
as th?y know them, and it remains 
for .our citizens to offer them the op- 
portunity to. learn what we have and 
to provide facilities for their instruc- 


The bureau of naturalization 
at 


Washington, D. C., is systematically 
co-operating with the public schools 
all over tho country with a view to 
bringing these aliens to the school 
doors, there to be shown the oppor- 
tunity to learn American ideals, to 
become familiar with our 'language, 
to remove ignorance from the minds 
of the resident aliens, and to thereby 
create a patriotic feeling in their 
hearts. 
The schools of this city in- 


vite tlie attendance of the foreign- 
borns to its classes; we will eventual- 
ly have a more intelligent citizenry 
and illiteracy among the foreign-ers 
may become a thing of the past. We 
believe that the Americanization of 
aliens should be a process taking 
place previous to their admission to 
our citizenship. 
Superintendent of Schools Swede 


is working on the perfecting of plans 
for the successful operation of ihe_se 
schools, and men and women desir- 
ous of attending these classes will 
do well to confer with him.

Un- 
heard of dividends are being paid 
upon mail order house stock, the 
money for which is being paid by the 
patrons. 
Yet we have never seen 


the name of Sears. Roebuck & Co. 
or Montgomery Ward & Co. upon a 
petition to aid a farmer here m dis- 
tress or to pay the deficit upon the 
minister's salary. 
Funny, when you 


come to think of it. 
The above item is certainly all 


right and -the Necedah Republican 
man has hit the nail on the head and 
voiced the sentiment of every man 
who has the welfare of his communi- 
ty at heart. But as he says, it Is en- 
tirely probable that the bill ftriu 
have a rugged path to travel. 


The people see the injustice of the 


thing, but it is hard to overcome 
the power of money, and these big 
firms have a lot of it to spend on any 
proposition of this kind. As a matter 
of fact they are bigger men than the 
ones who make the laws, so that It 
is no wonder that such bills seldom 
see the light of day after they are 
once introduced.

:on(llct with the existing laws. 


While Mohammedans In Hungary 


have in the past enjoyed full liberty 
of conscience, they were as yet de- 
prived of certain civil rights which

The hill now before 
the diet effaces some of these InnhlU- 
lies automatically, as soon as it bo- 
comes a law, while others arc removed 
by express provisions, as was done In 
the case of the Mohammedans of DOS' 
nia and Herzegovina.

Remarkable Clock That Has Been Con- 


structed by Ingenious Kansas Me- 


chanic—Eight-Day Type. 


Quite a curious clock has been con- 


structed by a Kansas mechanic in 
the form of a miniature locomotive. 
The dial, which is made of imitation 
ebony, is fixed on one side of the 
highly ornate cab of the engine and 
is studded with small ruby and green- 
colored incandescent lamps. 


The interior of the cab is supplied 


•with several other tiny globes, while 
the headlight, which is fitted with 
both a reflector and lens, also mounts 
a 
lamp. A switch 
controlled by 


the clock; automatically turns the 
current on at six o'clock in the eve- 
ning and cuts it off 12 hours later. 
The headlight, the lamps in the cab, 
and those on the face of the clock 
are wired in separate circuits. 


Each of these groups is flashed in- 


dependently of the others at inter- 
vals of about 15 seconds and remains 
lighted for a period of approximately 
three seconds. The clock is of stand- 
ard make and of the eight-day type. 
It strikes on the hour and half hour 
by ringing the engine bell and while 
doing this turns the driving wheels of 
the locomotive, which do not touch 
the tiny rock-ballasted track on which 
they apparently rest. A manual switch 
at the rear o£ the cab provides an aux- 
iliary control of the lamps.—Popular 
Mechanics Magazine.

Quito a curious clock has heen con- 


structed by a Kansas mechanic^ in 
the form of a miniature locomotive. 
Tho dial, -which is made o£ imitation 
ebony, is fixed on one side of the 
highly ornate cab of the engine and 
is studded with small ruby and green- 
colored incandescent lamps. 


The interior of the cab is supplied 


with several other tiny globes, while 
the headlight, which is fitted with 
both a reflector and lens, also mounts 
a 
lamp. A 
switch 
controlled 
by 


the 
clock automatically turns the 


current on at six o'clock in the eve- 
ning and cuts it off 12 hours later. 
The headlight, the lamps in the cab, 
and those on the face of the clock 
are wired in separate circuits. 


Each of these groups is flashed in- 


dependently of the others at inter- 
vals of about 15 seconds and remains 
lighted for a period of approximately 
three seconds. 
The clock is of stand- 


ard make and of the eight-day type. 
It strikes on the hour and half hour 
by ringing the engine bell and while 
doing this turns the driving wheels of 
the locomotive, which do not touch 
the tiny rock-ballasted track on which 
they apparently rest. A manual switch 
at the rear of the cab provides an aux- 
iliary control of the lamps.—Popular 
Mechanics Magazine.

er- bad housing, especially when the 
Iw'lllng is so small that the man 
s afforded no room in which to pass 
its 'leisure hours and is forced out 
except when eating or sleeping; whis- 
key and drugs, to which the previous 
condition often drives a man; arrest 
and imprisonment of low paid work- 
ers on charges of failure to support 
their families; shame because of the 
necessity of accepting charity; prison 
which unfits a man for family lif- : 
nisconduct of the wife. 
As general 


remedies for the defects, the judge 
suggests plenty of work in the fresh 
air and sunshine, wholesome food 
and good rest at night.

ZEPPELINS RAID PARIS 


SECOND TIME; 34 KILLED 


Second Air Raid on French Capital- 


Thirty Aeroplanes Search in 


Vain for Raider. 


Paris, Feb. 1.—Thirty-four persons 


were killed am" twenty-seven injured 
in the Zeppelin raid over Paris Satur- 
day night, according to an official 
statement given out here. 


Ten of the wounded were placed in 


hospitals owing to the severity of 
their injuries. 


The raid lasted about one minute 


and a half, while in the first visit of 
Zeppelins to Paris on March 21, 1910, 
four of these aircraft were over or in 
the neighborhood of the capital for 
nearly two hours. 


The fact that only one German ma- 


chine appeared leads to the belief that 
the Zeppelin was making a recon- 
noitermg trip, and the supposition is 
that the Germans have in view a sim- 
ilar operation on a larger scale. 


The Paris newspapers demand that 


measures of retaliation be taken imi 
mediately. 


Before the attack 30 French aero 


planes searched the remote air regions 
above Paris for the raider, of whose 
appearance warning had been given 
By the time it had reached the edge of 
one of the old quarters of the city sev- 
eral of the airmen were able to make 
out its pale yellow shape 14,000 feet 
from the earth. 


One of the French aircraft fired 25 


shots from a quick firer at the invad- 
ing craft. 


Frightened doubtless by the nu- 


merous war planes rising toward it, 
the Zeppelin wheeled and drove at 
full speed westward, dropping in its 
train into the darkness a cargo of 
about three and 
one-half 
tons of 


bombs. Then, continuing its flight at 
a great altitude, the airship vanished.

sels and forbidding the, arming of 
such vessels has been made by the 
United States in an effort to estab- 
lish in international law a general 
policy disposing of many of the vexa- 
tious problems arising from tho de- 
velopment of submarine warfare. 


Identical notes have gone forward 


asking the .arious countries at war 
to say specifically whether they are 
willing to join in such an agreement. 
The declaration uf principles would 
provide: 


That noncombatants may 
expect 


protection 
under the 
rules 
of in- 


ternational law and the principles of 
humanity when traveling on merchant 
ships. 


That warning must be given before 


a merchantman is attacked. 


That 
belligerent-owned 
merchant 


ships must obey warnings to stop. 


That merchantmen 
shall not be 


sunk except where it is impossible 
.0 supply a prize crew, or until pas- 
sengers and crew are placed in safety.

SECOND TIME; 34 KILLED 


WILSON'S TRAIN HITS CROWD. 


Six Children Are Knocked Down When 


Special Backs Into 3,000 Persons. 
Dos Moines, la., Feb. 3.—After an 


eventful trip from Chicago on Tues- 
dav through Illinois and part o£ Iowa, 
which was marked by a near-tragedy 
at Grinnell, President Wilson reached

cial bucked slowly into a crowd of 
3,000 persons.

Second Air Raid on French Capital— 


Thirty Aeroplanes Search in 


Vain for Raider. 


Paris, Feb. 1.—Thirty-four persons 


were killed an<". twenty-seven injured 
in the Zeppelin raid over Paria Satur- 
day night, according to an official 
statement given out here. 


Ten of the wounded were placed In 


hospitals owing to the severity of 
their injuries. 


The raid lasted about one minute 


and a half, while in the first visit of 
Zeppelins to Paris on March 21, 1915, 
four of these aircraft were over or in 
the neighborhood of the capital for 
nearly two hours. 


The fact that only one German ma- 


chine appeared leads to the belief that 
the Zeppelin was making a recon- 
noitering trip, and the supposition is 
that the Germans have in view a sim- 
ilar operation on a larger scale. 


The Paris newspapers demand that 


measures of retaliation be taken imi- 
med lately. 


Before the attack 30 French aero- 


planes searched the remote air regions 
above Paris for the raider, of whose 
appearance warning had been given. 
By the time it had reached the edge of 
one of the old quarters of the city sev- 
eral of the airmen were able to make 
out its palo yellow shape 14,000 feet 
from the earth. 


One of the French aircraft fired 2b 


shots from a quick flrer at the invad- 
ing craft. 


Frightened doubtless 
by the nu- 


merous war planes rising toward it, 
the Zeppelin wheeled and drove at 
full speed westward, dropping in its 
train into the darkness a cargo of 
about three and 
one-half tons of 


bombs. Then, continuing its flight at 
a great altitude, the airship vanished.

Frank Norris, the well-known author 


of "The Pit," "The Octopus" and "Van- 
dover and the Brute," once sent a let- 
ter to Ward Macauley, the Detroit 
book seller, in answer to certain gen- 
eral questions about Norris' writing. 


"Don't believe fiction writer should 


shut himself up in his profession," the 
letter says in part. "Novels can't be 
written 
from the closet or study. 


You've got to live your stuff. Believe 
novelists of all people should take in- 
terest in contemporary movements, 
politics, international affairs, the big 
things in the world. • 


"I write with great difficulty, but 


have managed somehow to accom- 
plish forty short stories (all published 
in fugitive fashion) and five novels 
within the last three years, and a lot 
of special unsigned articles. 
Believe 


my forte is the novel. Don't like to 
write, but like having written. 


"Hate the effort of driving pen from 


line to line, work only three hours a 
day, but work every day. Believe in 
blunt, crude Anglo-Saxon words. Some- 
times spend half an hour trying to get 
the right combination of one-half doz- 
en words. Never rewrite stuff; do all 
hard work at first writing, only revise 
—very lightly—in typewritten copy."

An English military expert writes: 


"The question of how far aircraft can 
be utilized for defense against Zeppe- 
lins appears to be still under consid- 
eration. 
If they are to be used effec- 


tively for the attack of the enemy air 
ship it is generally assumed that they 
must operate outside the London area 
or between the capital and the coast 
It would hardly di to have them pass 
ing through localities covered by gun 
fire.

twenty-six 
It began as a joke, after Lincoln had 


become a lawyer and was practicing at Spring- 
field, but it caused him untold worry—because 
the girl, Mary Owens, was fat and he didn't 
want to marry her. 
The third affair "took." 


That is, Mary Todd became Abraham Lincoln's 
wite, when he was thirty-three years old. 


When he was a youth in the wilds of southern 


Indiana, Lincoln had his sentimental vaporings, 
one of which appealed so strongly to his sense of 
romance that he wanted to wnte a story about 
it. This vaporing was the kind most of us have 
along aboat the time tho down on our upper lip 
begins to toughen. 


It is doubtful if Ann Rutledge ev;r loved Lin- 


coln 
She simply appreciated his sympathy and 


affection—she had been jilted by James McNeill, 
who tired of her and. went East to escape his 
obligation. Her fathei;, James Rutledge, one of

He 
was one of the first to volunteer m the Black 
Hawk war. 
When tfca war was ended ho re- 


turned to New Salem, ran for the legislature 
and was defeated. His financial condition was so 
muddled at this time that lie seriously contem- 
plated becoming a blacksmith in order to make a 
living. An oppoitunity came to him to get an in- 
terest in a store without putting up any real 
money. He was a wretched storekeeper and his 
partner was no better 
The business did not 


flourish, but his courtship did. He and &un Rut- 
ledge sat at night on the tavern steps or walked 
along the roads around the little settlement. 
They were young and youth is the age ol glamour. 
Lincoln was beginning to think of a career as a 
lawyer. He believed he would be able in a year 
or two to support a wife. Ann could not forget 
McNeill, but the devotion of Lincoln prevailed 
and she consented to marry him. 


The summer of their engagement was the hap-

Lincoln went to Springfield to attend tho session 
of the legislature, continue his law studies and 
prepare for his admission to the bar in the spring. 


He was in Springfield when he got a message 


that nearly broke his heart. Ann Rutledge was 
dead 
At the academy she contracted a fever 


and died in a few days 
Lincoln was predisposed 


to melancholia. The death of the woman he loved 
so much almost upset his reason. He never fully 
recovered from his grief. 


Ann Rutlodge had been dead two or three years 


when Lincoln became engaged again.

"Hate the effort of driving pen from

Some- 
times spend half an hour trying to get 
the right combination of one-half doz- 
en words. Never rewrite stuff; do all 
hard work at first -writing, only ijevise 
—very lightly—in typewritten copy.".

at New Salem, 111. Ann Hutledge, tavernkeeper's 
daughter, was the girl. 


The second affair panic when he was about 


twenty-six. It began as a jcke, after Lincoln had 
become a lawyer and was practicing at Spring- 
field, but it caused him untold worry—because 
the girl, Mary Owens, was fat and he didn't 
want to marry her. The third affair 
"took." 


That is, Mary Todd. became Abraham Lincoln's 
wife, when he was thirty-three years old. 


When he was a youth in the wilds of southern 


Indiana. Lincoln had his sentimental vaporings, 
one of which appealed so strongly to his sense of 
romance that he wanted to M'rito a story about 
it. This vaporing was the kind most of us have 
along about the time tho down on our upper lip 
begins to toughen. 


It is doubtful if Ai»n Rutledge ev :r loved Lin- 


coln. 
She simply appreciated his sympathy and 


affection—she had been jilted by James McNeill. 
who tired of her and went East to escape his 
obligation. 
Her father James Rutledge, one of 


the founders of New Salem, kept a tavern, and 
there Lincoln went to board when in 1S31 he left 
his home and became clerk in a store there. 


M. breakfast, dinner and supper he sat by the 


side of the tavernkeeper's daughter. 
He was 


twenty-two- she was less than twenty. 
She was 


sad of heart and he tried to cheer her. Lincoln's 
sympathy ripened into deep affection; but the girl 
was faithful for more than a year to the memory 
of McNeill. 
Even if the girl had been willing, Lincoln was 


in no position to marry. He was very poor. 
He 


was one of the first to volunteer in the Black 
Hawk war. When tfce war was ended he re- 
turned to New Salem, ran for the legislature 
and was defeated. His financial condition was so 
muddled at this time that he seriously contem- 
plated becoming a blacksmith in order to make a 
living 
An opportunity came to him to get an in- 


terest in a store without putting up any real 
money. He was a wretched storekeeper and his 
partner was no better. 
The business did not 


flourish, but his courtship did. He and *nn nut- 
ledge sat at night on the tavern steps or walked 
alon- the roads around the little 
settlement. 


They were young and youth is the age of glamour. 
Lincoln was beginning to think of a career as a 
lawvc-r 
He believed he would be able m a year 


or two to support a wife. 
Ann could not forget 


McNeill, but the devotion of Lincoln prevailed 
and she consented to marry him. 


The summer of their engagement was the hap- 


piest, perhaps, in all of Lincoln's life. 
Ann Rut- 


ledge was beautiful in face and figure and charm- 
ing in every way. She was net tall an* was 
rather delicate. 
At times when she would be- 


come a little weary, Lincoln, whose strength was 
unusual, delighted in taking her up in his arms 
and carrying her as If she were a child. 


With their engagement everything seemed to 


brighten for Lincoln. 
He was appointed post- 


master, he began to make a little money doing 
survey work, and in the fall he was elected to 
the legislature. 
. 
. 
The young couple decided to get married m 


the spring. 
Ann, anxious to complete her educa- 


tion decided to go to Jacksonville to attend an 
academy there during the winter. Meanwhile, 
Lincoln went to Springfield to attend the session 
of the legislature, continue bis law studies and 
prepare for his admission to the bar in the spring. 


He was in Springfield when he got a message 


that nearly broke his heart. 
Ann Rutledge was 


dead 
At the academy she contracted a lever 


and died in a few days. Lincoln was predisposed 
to melancholia. The death of the woman ho .ovcd 
so .much almost upset his reason. He never fully 
recovered from his grief. 


Ann Rutledge had been dead two or three years 


when Lincoln became engaged again. In Spring- 
Held there lived a Mrs. Able, with whom he was 
wel acquainted. 
She had a sister, Mary Owen, 


of Kentucky, who visited Springfield for a short 
time and to whom Lincoln had teon introduced 
Mary Owens was bright, clever and buxom 
She 


returned to Kentucky and Lincoln probably forgot 
her. 
But one day Mrs. Able informed him tbat 


she was going to Kentucky and then, m a spirit 
of banter, she said to Lincoln:

This information 
is available to the public for the ask- 
ing and if people would learn to util- 
ize knowledge thus available many a 
penny which now goes out in worse 
thi'.n worthless expenditure might be 
turned to better uses. 


BIRTH iUCCOnn A.\ ASSKT. 


A former Mi'iwaukeean, resident in 


a Canadian city at the breaking out 
of the world war, has suffered the 
loss of all his property and under- 
gone financial ruin because of the 
neglect of. his parents and the at- 
ipiidii.'S physician to record his birth. 
Having a German name and being 
confronted 
with 
the 
necessity of 


proving his American citizenship to 
Canadian officials, he sent a frantic 
appeal to the registrar of vital statis- 
tics of the Milwaukee City Health De- 
partment. 
Had his birth been regis- 


tered, the situation would have been 
a simple onu but careful search of the 
records failed to reveal any such 
registration and as a result the busi- 
ness man was plunged from a com- 
fortable competence into poverty. 


This was one of the many appeals 


of this nature which have come to 
the 
Milwaukee 
health department 


the last year, the cases being cited 
in a recent issue of the health depart- 
ment's bulletin as graphic illustration 
of the urgent need for well kept vital 
statistics. 
"If 
the 
urgency 
and 


anxiety expressed in thes= appeals 
could be felt by every Mi'iwaukeean," 
says the bulletin, "there would be 
no future neglect in the matter of re- 
porting births nor would the health 
department be compelled to invoke 
the law to enforce these reports 
promptly." 


The incidents have a state wide 


lesson. 
Not long ago a physician in 
i northern Wisconsin city lost the 
patronage of a family by which he 
had been employed for some lime 
because he insisted 
on Complying 


with the state law and recording the 
birth of a new addition to the family 
circle. 
The father resented the offi- 


cial record as an intrusion on his 
personal rights. 
None of his other 


children's births had been recorded 
and he did not choose that this one 
should' be. The physician cited a lo- 
cal case in which an orphan girl who 
had come there from the south and 
who was engagad to be married had 
been compelled to prove her birth, 
she having beeirbrough up by a neg- 
ro mammy. In the absence of official 
records it had be^n a difficult task. 
The Wisconsin man was unconvinced 
and said if the doctor Insisted on re- 
cording the birth,' he would get a 
family physician who wasn't so par- 
ticular about carrying out the fool 
law. 


Stubborn opposition like this is not 


half so hard to fight, however, as Is 
apathy and indifference, the failure 
to recognize the personal value in a 
law which is for the general good 
and therefore for the good of the in- 
dividual. 
One of th,fj great health 


needs in Wisconsin is a clearer vision 
on the part of the people, the ability 
to see for the health department a 
higher mission than the cleaning up 
of an occasional refuse heap. 


KEROSENE IS GOOD 


AS INSECT DESTROYER 


For all practical purposes kero- 


sene oil has been found to be probab- 
ly tlie most efficient of all insecti- 
cides. 


It has been found especially good 


'or xhe extirminotion of lice and bed- 
bugs and has been recently given 
sanction by the Red Cross sanitary 
:onimission, no w active in the Euro- 
pean war, by its daily use on troops 
ind prisoners to rid them of body 
lice. . 


Substances which des'.roy lice have' 


.ittle or no action on bedbugs, and 
vise versa, says the American Medical 
Journal. 


lodoform, which kills lice within 


ten or fifteen minutes, has practically 
no effect on bed bugs. 
It also has 


little effect on flees. 


Naphthalene is recommended for 


use against lice and flees on a large 
scale, where the use of kerosene is 
impractical and where its odor is 
offensive. 


In istored blankets or clothing, 


naphthalene will a'lso be found prac- 
tical as it wilj quickly do away with 
moths.
